A PAGH OF UNWRITTEN HISTORY.
Well, I nm cerininly glad to sea you,

and that there ore o many of you left
Do yeu recolleet that pnge of unwriiten
history, that while ant Kinston, N, C., In
n demonstration ngelnst Newhern, the
Fifteenth and Seventeenth Virglnia, with
n battallon of artillery, were detached
for ‘an attack on Tort Anderaon, on tha
left bank of the Neuse, to be supported
hy envalry, all under the command of
“Fighting” Jim Dearing? Corse’s Bri-
gade was to attack on the right bank of
tha river, whilo Tarton's Brignde wod to
nttack ‘on the extremao right, Corse car-
rled the outer llne of works and block-
house In hig front and  captured the
enemy’s eamps  nnd  stores.  Barton's
Brigade falled to carry Its  front and
Corse had to fall bnek.

We made o forced march of fifty-three
milee in twenty-seven hours, but owing
tn the fact that a gurboat that wnas to
make the attnck from the river slmul-
tancously with ourselves ran. upon a
sand-har and never enme to time, Dear-
fng Niad to retlrs without an assault, ns
he intended. The fort was surrounded
by o hroad diteh flooded with water from
the river, while the whole ground in front
wag eovercd with abattls,
